prisoners of war returned here yes- 
terday to 8 riotous welcome as 
hunéreds broke through police bar- 
riers to rugh the plane bringing the 
56 men from Syrian captivity.

mob had rushed the aircraft. There

A major disaster was only nar- 
rowly averted when the four-engine

Cross from the Swiss Balair to 
bring the prisoners home touched 
down here at 10.15 am. Following 
instructions of the ground traffic 
control jeep, the captain of the 
aircraft didn’t even πᾶνε time to 
cut off hig engines before the first 
of the eager 1,000 waiting kingmen 
leaped the barriers and tan towards 
the still-moving aircraft, 

Others followed suit and -then 
general pandemonium broke out. 
The propeller blades were still: spin- 
nig and for one moment it looked 
as if a terrible accident was about 
to happen. 

Eventually the 56 succeeded in 
forging a way through the crowd. 
Most of them were wearing brightly 
coloured T-shirts and shorts and 
were easily identified by their re- 
latives.

BODIES RETURNED

TIBERIAS. — The coffins of 19 Is- 
Yaeli soldiers who fell in the Golan 
in the Yom Kippur war and who 
had been buried in Damascus, were 
returned by the Syrians yesterday 
afternoon, in exchange for eight 
Syriams who were Killed on Mt. 

Bermon and other places. 

The exchange was carried out at 
8 pm. on the Damascus-Kuneitra 
highway at Tel Shams, in the salient. 

A brief ceremony was held by the 
Chaplaincy Corps at the time of 
the exchange. The ceremony was 
attended by <Aluf Moshe Gidron, 
ehief of the Army’s Manpower 
Branch, the Chief Chaplain, Aluf 


Mordechai Piron and his Deputy, 
Tat-Aluf Gad Navon. 
The coffins of the Israelis, 


‘brought in Red Crescent trucks, 
were driven by Red Croas person- 
nel. At the insistence of the Syrians, 
the ceremony was carried out with- 
out the presence of journalists or 
TV men.

When I 
complained to the doctor they 
threatened to Kill me, but after 
I complained again they left my 
food alone.” 

Amihai said that when he was 
taken for an X-ray, the technician 
hit him over the head with the 
photo plate.

During his first month in hospi- 
tal his eyes were kept blindfolded, 
and the blindfolds were removed 
only when a TV crew came to in- 
terview him at his bedside.

But the Syrians confiseated their 
wine and they made do with black 
coffee instead. 

“We held a very enthusiastic 
seder, all wearing skull caps, read- 
ing the Hagada with gusto and 
singing at the top of our voices.

and told us to stop the row,” he 
recalled with pleasure.

This role later 
turned to 2 burden, for the Jew be- 
came the “middle man,” attacked 
‘by the non-Jewish right for being a 
threat to Christian order and by 
the impoverished masses because he 
was a visible target for their econo- 
mic problems. 

Dr. Reuther said the basic anti- 
Semitic doctrines in Christian theo- 
logy eventually developed into the 
political and social forces which 
‘characterized the ideology of Nazi 
Germany only 30 years ago — “A 
mass paranoia towards the Jewish 
community which has become em- 
bedded in society.” 

According to Dr. Ruether, the 
reason the Jews did not face geno- 
cide until this century has its roots 
in the recent change Mm Christian 
theology’s view of the Jewish peo- 
Ple“As long as what was wrong 
with the Jews was seen as theologi- 
eal — as spiritually controlled,” 
she said, “the Christians thought 
they could not change it. They cowld 
not change souls. But once they 
started to belleve it was biological, 
they thought they could destroy 
Judaism by genocide. 

“This history must ultimately be 
grappled with by the Church at its 
theological roots,” said Dr, Rnether, 
through a total re-evaluation of 
Christian theology.
